pany, of Elijay, whieh is equivalent

The price paid for this bond issue, 
which is’ now in the United States 
court for the purpose of foreclosure, 
was given as $195,000, and it was 
stated that this price covered the pur- 
chase also of two-thirds of the stock 
in the Shippen Brothers compan).

United States ever had, and described | 
the force he commanded there as “the 
finest soldiers in the world.”

fective in maintaining discipline. The 
German residents of the American 
zone of occupation, he said, had been 
greatly pleased with the conduct of 
the Americans. 

Personally, tseneral Allen said, he 
was a “‘near-teetotaler,” having taken 
no liquor of any kind “for years,” but 
he could not see that the lesser in- 
toxicants had dune his men any harm. 

Speaking of complaints of Ameri- 
eans because Germany had not yet 
paid for the maintenance of the 
American troops on the Rhine, he 
pointed out that the $250,000,000 that 
the army upkeep cost was but 18 per 
cent in excess of what it would have 
cost to keep the troops in America. 
The prestige America had gained from 
its army occupation, he said, was 
well worth the extra 18 per cent if 
Germany nevet prid. 

General Allen and his family plan 
to remain in Ne~ York for several 
days, after which he will report to 
Genera] Pershing at Washington for 
service with the general staff. He 
then plans a brief visit to his home 
in Paris, Kentucky, which he has not 
seen for nine years.

Recent Anti-Pest Move. | 

It will thus be seen that unless) 
there aresome few makers of anti-boll 
weevil mixtures who have not com- 
plied will the law, they all contain a 
certain amount of ingredient poison- 
ous to the weevil. 

Mr. Brown then explained how the 
sale of these mixtures was a com- 
paatively recent development of the 
boll weevil, and that the department 
bas not had time as yet to make suf- 
ficient filed tests to be able to definite- 
ly report on their value in actual use. 
This year, however, many such tests 
will be made, some on Mr. Brown's 
own plantation in south Georgia. 

“TIT am using,” he said, “one of these 
mixtures—probably the most widely | 
advertised and best-known of them all 
—on a test patch of cotton. Then I 
am using calicum arsenate in powder 
form on another patch and a combi- 
nation of the two on yet a third patch. 

“It is my belief that the molasses 
mixture is probably good for use while 
the plant is young. It can be readily 
applied in the single new bud = and 
may succeed in destroying hibernated 
weevils early in the year. However, 
after the plant has grown, with many 
branches all covered with buds, it 
seems that the powder form of arse- 
nate would be the only practical one 
to apply thoroughly. However, I’m 
trying out all combinations, and after 
this season will be in position to 
know from my own experience.” 

Mr. Brown also explained that un- 
der the law manufacturers of all these 
mixtures are required to file their 
formulas with his department. 

Fair Price Weapon. 

“While you are writing on this sub- 
ject,” said Mr. Brown, “I wish vou 
would say one thing for me. There 
is one weapon to be used against the 
boll weevil which is the greatest and 
most powerful of them all. That 
weapon is a fair price. If the farmer 
can know that he will get a price to 
give him cost of production plus a 
reasonable profit for his cotton, he'll 
raise it, don’t you fear, boll weevil or 
no boll weevil. 

“If cotton consumers of the world 
will only see to it that the cotton 
planter is fairly treated on the ques- 
tion of price, the farmer will work. 
he'll pick up his squares: he'll culti- 
vate his land and he'll do anything and! 
everything that wil 1 defeat Mr. 
Weevil.

Many letters received by the 
Georgia Humane society in reply to 
inquiries sent out Jast week to mayors 
of various county seats with refer- 
ence to the propesed campaign of ex- 
pansion that is soon to be inaugu- 
rated, have greatly encouraged the 
heads of the organization, according 


to a statement made Saturday by | 


A. T. Mooring, executive officer. 

“Letters were sent out.” said Mr. 
Mooring, “to practgcally every mayor 
of county seats {n Georgia, asking 
about the feasibility of establishing 
a local branch in their respective 
cities and towns. Many of the muni- 
cipal officials have replied, and the 
answers have been such as to indicate 
that cordial reception will be ae- 
corded our movement.” 

In almost every instance the replies 
have given the names of influential 
people in the various cities over the 
state, who are known as interested 
in humane work, and it has been in- 
dicated that the aid of these people 
can be readily eniisted when the field 
Officers begin their active campaign. 

In several instances the letters re- 
ceived by Mr. Mooring were of a most 
enthusiastic nature and in one in- 
stance, Mayor A. Fleming, of Folk- 
stone, Ga., especially requested that 
the society effect a local organization 
in his city. 

The work done by the Atlanta 
branch of the Georgia Humane society

EW BOND ISSUES 
DISPLAY STRENGIH 


New York, March 3.—Although 
there were several strong spots in 
today’s bond market, the majority of 
the active issues showed small de- 
clines at the close. Confirmation of 
reports that much of the recent sell- 
ing pressure came from larger insti- 
tutions was furnished by today’s re- 
port of the 778 member banks of the 
federal reserve system, showing con- 
ditions as of February 21, which re- 
vealed a substantial reduction in the 
holdings of both government and cor- 
porate securities.

WHEAT SETBACK 
_ CAUSED BY RAIN 


Report That Drought in 
Winter Wheat Belt Was 
Broken Causes 11-2 to 
21-8 Net Loss. 


Chicago, March 3.—Breaking of the 
drouth in the winter wheat belt led to 
a material setback of prices in the 
wheat market today. The close was 
unsettled, 11-2 to 21-8 net lower, 


with May 1.167-8 to 1.17, and July, 
1.13 1-2 to 1.13 5-8. Corn finished 3-4 
to le down, oats off 3-8 to 1-2 to 5-8 
to 3-4 and provisions varying from 
unchanged figures to 5c decline. 

With rains reported at a number 
of points in Nebraska, Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Texas, and with a forecast 
of general rain or snow throughout 
the entire winter crop belt west and 
southwest, the wheat market encoun- 
tered heavy selling, especially at the 
outset. A bearish summary which one 
of the big grain companies here is- 
sued in regard to supplies, had an 
evident further depression on values, 
the suggestion being that the world’s 
earryover of wheat at the end of 
the season, July 1, would amount to 
247,000,000 bushels as compared with 
178,000,000 bushels last year. 

Estimates that on the decline t! 
prices 1,000,000 bushels, chiefly Ca- 
nadian wheat, had been taken for 
Europe failed to bring about any im- 
portant rally. 

Corn and oats followed the down- 
ward course of wheat. Primary re- 
ceipts of corn for the week totaled 
more than 10,000,000 bushels, sur- 
passing the volume last week as well 
as a year ago.

Selling Off Operations 
Fail to Materially Weak- 
en Prices—Other Issues 
Suffer Severe Losses. 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 
New York, March 3.—When the 


federal reserve banks here and at Bos- 
ton unexpectedly increased their redis- 
count rates last week while the stock 
market boiling was gnaking its eleventh 
successive million share day witb 
prices making new highs for the year, 
speculative Wall street insisted that 
this action on the part of these banks 
merely reflected continuing improve- 
ment in general trade which in itself 
was bullish on the stock market. This 
week action of the stock market and 
of some at least of the commodities 
which recently have been running 
away forced speculative Wall street to 
admit that the reserve rate increases 
were intended as a first warning 
against wild speculation in both the 
stock and commodity markets. But 
even while the stock parket was sell- 
ing off sharpest this’ week there was 
one class of shares which for com- 
parative strength stood out—the rails. 

For some weeks attention has been 
called in this column to the fact that 
the best informed bankers: in Wall 
street felt more friendly to the rails 
than in years. A month ago it was 
stated that this feeling had been pass- 
ed along and that speculative Wall 
street was fairly bubbling over with 
its friendliness for the railroad stocks ; 
that this feeling had started around 
the 20th of January whesf the favor- 
able monthly earnings sf ements for 
December began to apy .:; that pre- 
dictions were being ma. that the re- 
turns for January wow « be even more 
encouraging than those for December ; 
that with the large volume of business 
moving and no change likely in freight 
rates the carriers were going to have 
a chance to make some money. 


Predictions Come True. 


This week these predictions regard- 
ing the January earnings came true. 
Northern Pacific, New York Central, 
Norfolk & Western, Baltimore & Ohio 
and other roads operating in different 
parts of the country all made very 
favorable statements. The last nam- 
ed company for example, reported 
gross of $20,556,000, which was an 
increase of $6,287,000 over the same 
period of last year witn net operat- 
ing income of $3,609,000, which was 
larger by $2,086,000.

It 
must also be kept in mind that with 
the transportation law requiring in- 
dividual roads to turn over part of 
their excess earnings to the govern-, 
ment for use of other roads there is 
no longer the old incentive to pile up 
surplus earnings and that other roads 
are likely to follow Louisville, Bur- 
lington and Lackawanna in declaring 
stock dividends to capitalize accumu- 
lated surplus. 

In Wall street the belief is strongly 
held that we are now in the last 
stages of the bull market that has 
been under way with interruptions 
since the summer of 1921 and that the 
railroads from now on are likely to 
figure more prominently in the ad- 
vances in individua] stocks. The last 
stages of a bull market are likely to 
be marked by violent swings in in- 
dividual shares. Therefore, those who 
have been in Wall street the longest 
and who are still bullish on the mar- 
ket are more inclined before buying 
to take the open market price of shares 
under consideration and divide that 
price into the dividend received. In 
many cases the income return offered 
on rails is still attractive. That is the 
only safe rule to follow. In some cases 
prices are already too high.

New York, March 3.—The steel 
market is in a very strong position.

We certainly knew that neither of 
the two men, like ourselves, had ever 
ascended the Dufour peak by any 
route, and we also knew that it was 
not an expedition to be lightly un- 
dertaken. 

Three years before, the. stones set 
up in the cemetery at Macugnaga in 
memory of Marinelli and Imseng, to- 
gether with "the detail account of the 
terrible accident in which they had 
met their deaths, had made a very 
painful impression on me; and I was 
familiar with the natratives and tKe 
short notices which had appeared in 
the various Alpine reviews with ref- 
erence to the previous ascents of the 
Duféur peak from Macugnaga. 

It had, however, appeared to me 
that the dangers met with on those 
ascents, dangers which had not al- 
ways been braved with impunity, were 
reasonably attributable to unfavor- 
able conditions of the mountain and 
the weather. 


As for us, in the first place we 
knew our men. 


It was just a year since we had 
attempted with these very guides the 
ascent of Mont Blane from (Cour- 
mayeur. Our party had consisted of 
Professor Grasseelli and myself, to- 
gether with my brother, Edward. a 
member, like ourselves, of the Milan 
section. 


_ We were besieged by bad weather 
in the Sella hut, and a lack of both 
food and fuel obliged us to come down 
in the teeth of wind and snow; and 
it was just in that descent that our 
men insjared us with boundless con- 
fidence in them. Our trust will not 
seem excessive to anyone who knows 
the locality, and can imagine it deep- 
ly covered with snow a long way be- 
low the platform on which stands the 
old hut, now no longer in use. 

I think a short review of previous 
ascents of Monte Rosa by the east 
face will be of use in making the po- 
sition clear. 

Former Successful Attempts Few. 

As early as 1867, Messrs. Mathews 
and Morshead were examining the 
east face of Monte Rosa from the 
Pizzo Bianco, which stands facing 
it to the south of Macugnaga, and 
formed the idea of attacking the giant 
on that side. They did not, however, 
carry out their plan, becaus_ they con- 
sidered it too dangerous at that time. 
on account of the avalanches which 
fell without ceasfhg from below the 
highest point. 

The same idea was taken up by 
Mr. Taylor and Messrs, Pendélbury, 
who were the first to put it into ex- 
ecution July 22, 1872.

No Italian Had Yet Succeeded. 
Our much regretted fellow-member, 

Damiano Marinelli (of the Florence 

section) did not think it right that it 


the ascent of Monte Rosa, which has 
been rightly described as being es- 
sentially Italian, just as the Matter- 
horn is essentially Swiss. 

In the summer of 1881 he was at 
Macugnaga; but conditions could not 
have been more unfavorable—nay, 
more hostile—to him; the scirrocco 
prevailed and the avalanches were al- 
most incessant. Mr. Mathews was 
right in saying that neglect of the 
most elementary. precautions was fol- 
lowed by its natural result. On Au- 
gust 8 poor Marinelli was the victim 
of an avalanche in the great couloir, 
or gully, which still bears his name. 
and which, until another route is dis- 
covered, must still be crossed to reach 
the Dufour peak. Another foreigner, 
Professor Schulz, of Leipzig, in no 
wise daunted by the sad occurrence.

accomplished it successfully, and gave 
a short account of it in the S. A. C.

| His unexpected success inspired the 
brothers Zsigmondy with perhaps, ex- 
cessive confidence, and they made the 
venture with Herr Purtscheller, and 
without guides, on the 12th, 13th, and 
14th of August, 1884. 

They were successful indeed, but 
‘in the face of the gravest dangers, due 
to the bad weather and the frequent 
‘falls of ice and stones.

The Marinelli hut was opened on 
the Sth of August, 1886, and the Ri- 
vista for that year gave a full account 
of the opening ceremony.

|I_know, Signor Prohaska and Signor 
| Kugy. of Trieste, who 
‘two separate expeditions. Signor 
'Prohaska had a cold night with no 
‘avalanches, while Signor Kugy, heard 
them falling all night. 

Both climbers found the glacier in 

excellent condition, but met with great 
difficulties on the topmost ridge, the 
‘former owing to freshly fallen snow, 
ithe latter to verglas. 
Ratti Analyzes Weather Conditions. 
| As far as we were concerned, there 
was no need of so many previous ex- 
periments to assure us that what we 
required above all was to find the 
iylacier unbroken and the weather fine 
and cold. 

The former condition would save us 
from the trouble caused by crevasses, 
the latter from the danger of avalan- 
ches: and we should be very lucky 
not to find a quantity of fresh snow 
or verglds on the rocks of the sum- 


mit. 

These, I hasten to add, are the con- 
ditions which will always be quite in- 
dispensable to anyone wishing in the 


own accounts of his climbs translated 
by Mr. Eaton, form an essential con- 
tribution to the study of a+ remark- 
able character. 

Let me take next, as an example of 
Mer. Ratti’s energy and endurance, 
the crossing of Monte Rosa, of which 
an account follows.

Few more daring feats are on record, 
The ascent of the precipitous face o 
Monte Rosa above Macugnaga was 
for vears reckoned one of the un- 
solved problems of the Alps.

When four or five men jump 
or one unarmed man. or when 
groups of men, under cloak of. night, 
lure another man into the safety of 
solitude, and then proclaim that they 
perform these deeds of barbarie pun- 
ishment in the name of honor or rizhi- 
eousness, one feels he would rather be 
the victim of such cruelty than the 
perpetrator of such cowardly unfair~- 
ness. 


I have always been an advocate of 
wholesome athletics for the very ren- 
eon that the'tendency of a wholesome 


game is to teach youth the fundamen- 
tal principle of civilization—playing 
fair. It is vastly more in its essences 
than obeying rules. In ita last analysis 
it is the very heart of freedom itsel?, 
Men cannot be free to think their own 
thoughts, to declare their own convic- 
tions and to follow théir own con- 
sciences, if there lurks under cover 
of darkness the threat of unseen and 
unknown enemies. The establish- 
ment of our courts {s in accord with 
the same principle, the naming of an 
umpire to see that the game is played 
fairly.

FOODS ARE BETTER 


If there was just a little more eare 
used by tlhe average housewife when 
she purchases canned foods to select 
only those that are packed by hbigh- 
clats, reputable growers and canners 
there would be more satisfaction in 
the home, less work. and worry, less 
and more real food units per dollar 
spent, according to H. L. Singer, of 
the H. L. Singer company. 

The high-class canned foods, packed 
by the well-known and established 
growers, fresh and within a very few 
bours of the time they are gathered, 
natsyaliy contain more of nature's 
fued elements and flavors than foods 
which are gathered, handled for hours 
and sometimes days in order to get 
them to some distant market in a 
wilted, semi-stale condition, to be mar- 
keted as fresh. True thew are green 
but they are not always fresh in an 
actual sense. 

Also, it is pointed out, that the first 
gatbering of fruits and vegetables 
is superior both in quality and flavor 
and with the high-cldss canners it is 
the first gathering that is used 
and marketed as the best, while later 
gatherings or crops go into a cheaper 
grade if used at all. 

“There is one other angle to this 
thing.” says Mr. Singer. “When a 
firm invests thousands and sometimes 
millions in a packing industry and 
then spends as much more to estab- 
lish a certain brand or trade name 
ther must protect it and are certainir 
careful to see that every particle of 
food produced by them is as nearly 
perfect as it is possible to obtain; you 
might sell culls on a market stall] but 
for a reputable canner to put them 
up under his well-established trade 
name or brand would simply mean 
commercial suicide.”

UCKED away in the middle of the 
English county of Yorkshire 
there is a sleepy little country 
village that rejoices in the name 
of Low Bentham—exactly the 
kind of name that one would ex- 

pect a sleepy little Yorkshire village to 

rejoice ‘in. 

There isn’t, so far as 1 know, a single 
“colored person” in Low Bentham, but 
there are quite a lot of them in another 
little town of which many English news- 
paper readers heard for the first time re- 
cently; a town whose name is Ensikeni and 
that is located.in, almost the, dead. center 
of the South .African..province of . East 
Griqualand. You'll find the latter, if you 


look for it on the map, away down - 


near the southeasternmost tip of 
the Dark Continent, probably’ 2 
couple of hundred miles inland 
from the port of: Durban. 

From slumberéus Low Benthan 
to primitive Ensikeni is roughi 
6,000 miles, and it’s fairly saf 
betting that no human being eve 
has made the direct journey be 
tween the two places. But a swal 
low made it, not long ago, and : 
tremendous sensation that swal 
low caused when, thin and ex. 
hausted after its flight from York 
shire to East Griqualand, it tum- 
bled down and was picked up by 
an excited Kaffir ‘‘boy” in the cat- 
tle kraal of one Michael Gwensa. 

There would seem to be noth 
ing in the mere. finding of an ex 
hausted swallow to get excite 
about, even in Ensikeni. But th. 
queer and, to the natives, distinct! 
sinister thing about this particular 
swallow was the fact that arounc 
one of its legs was a little ring. 
made of aluminum. On the out- 
side of this ring were the words. 
“Witherby, High Holborn, Lon- 
don,” and inside the letters and 
figures, “J. M. 53.” 

These mysterious hieroglyphics 
naturally meant nothing in the 
young lives of Michael Gwensa’s 
Kaffir “boys,” but the finding of 
the swallow upset them a lot. It looked 
to them like an omen boding the worst 
kind of bad luck for Michael, and a -clear 
case of witchcraft for a bird to appear from 
nowhere with a ring round its leg and 
alight in somebody’s cattle kraal. 
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iy was on the 8th of January last that 
this happened. The mysterious ring was 
removed from the leg of the swallow, which 
soon afterward had recovered enouc’ to 
resume its customary activities, and was 
handed over to a local missionary, the Rev. 
M. Williamson, of Ensikeni. He kept it and 
a month or two later showed it as a curi- 
osity to the bishop of Glasgow, who made 
a tour in South Africa in the early part of 
this year, and paid a visit to East Griqua- 
land. 


The missionary, apparenily, didn’t under- 
stand the significance of the ring, but the 
bishop did. Accordingly, after arriving 


back in England this month, he dropped 
a line to “Witherby, High Holborn, Lon- 
don,” telling him that one of his bird-mark- 
ing rings has been found dround the leg 
of a swallow that was found in the cattle 
kraal of Michael Gwensa, of Ensikeni, East 
Griqualand. And Witherby, vastly inter- 
ested by this intelligence, forthwith looked 
up “J. M. $3” In his records and discov- 
ered that the swallow found in South Africa 
in January, 1922, had been ringed by H. 
W. Robinson—one of the most industrious 
of Witherby’s army of bird-markers—at 


Low Bentham, Yorkshire, on August 8, 
1921. 
"THE finding of this swallow in Easi 


Griqualand has vastly interested British 
ornithologists and the British public gener-

Swallow Wings Flight From England to Africa 
Native Boy Panie-Stricken by Discovery of Bird With Ring Around Leg That Dropped Exhausted in South 
African Kraal After Flight of 6,000 Miles. 


Below, a map illustrat- 
g the migrations of 
marked starlings. Each 
straight line connects the 
place of ringing and the 
place of recovery, some 
of these being as far 
apart as Courland, Rus- 
sia, and Tipperary, Ire- 
land, mid-Lothian, Scot- 
land and Nordland, Nor- 
way (above the Arctic 
circle), and Wiborg, Fin- 
land, and Aude, southern 
France. The. bird that 
traveled between the lat- 
ter two places covercd 
over 1,200 miles. ~ 
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and was more or less at a standstill dur- 


ing the war, and yet, during the twelve 
years that it has been carried on, no less 
than 105,435 wild birds, representing over 
100 different species, have been marked 
with the little numbered rings that enable 
the peregrinations of those of them that 
are captured to be definitely traced. 


Among the many miracles of natural his- 
tory few are more wonderful than the 


seeming “sixth sense” in birds that enables 
them to migrate to enormous distances and 
then to return to their original homes. How 
they do it and by what faculty they find 
their way is still a mystery. It may be one 
of those things which we shall never under- 
stand, but if so it will not be due to any 
lack of zeal and research on the part of 
ornithologists like those who compose H. 
F. Witherby’s sizeable corps of assistants, 
one of whom alone, during 1921, succeeded 
in marking over 1,400 birds. 


Harry Forbes Witherby, who is both 
editor and publisher of a widely read jour- 
nal called British Birds, is himself an or- 
nithologist of distinction, and has traveled 
widely to pursue his studies into the habits 
ot the feathered species. He 
as far afield as to Russian Laplad, the 
White Nile, southern Persia and Algeria, 
and has embodied the fruits of these expe- 
ditions in a number of books which, though 


scientific, make fascinating reading. He is 
now 49 and ever since he was 7, he told 
me yesterday, has devoted practically all 


his time to studying bird life. For ten 
years, too, he was secretary of the British 
Ornithologists’ club, of which he remains 
an enthuiastic member. Jn appearance he 
is curiously like William J. Locke, the nove!- 
ist, both being tall, gaunt and clean shaven, 


with ‘‘scholar’’ written all over them. 

B* means of the ela orate systeny of 
‘ringing’ of which Mr. Witherbs 
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whose office is in High Holborn, L. 
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is the inventor, the life stories of 
wild birds can be pieced together 
with unerring accuracy. How long 
wild birds live, where they mate and 
breed, where they go when winter comes, 
how and why they go—these are some of 
the fascinating problems that are. being 
solved by the enthusiastic body of bird 
students whose headquarters overlook one 
of London’s busiest streets. 


“Our system of bird-marking,” Witherby 
said, “although not the oldest (a distine- 
tion that belongs to the one invented by 


‘the Danish ornithologist, Morlensen), is, ! 


believe, the most extensive in existence. 
Similar systems exist In most of the Euro- 
pean countries, wtih the exception, curi- 
ously enough, of France, but in the United 
States, as far as I know, by individuals, 
some of whom, however, among others 
Prentiss Baldwin, have obtained some excep- 
tionally interesting and valuable results. 
But, now, | hear, the American bureau of 
biological survey is about to inaugurate an 
official ringing scheme, and no doubt this 
will be developed on a scale that will make 
the system of which I happen to be the 
inventor relatively small and unimportant.” 


How greatly this official American bird- 
marking scheme is likely to add to our 
knowledge of bird life can be judged by 
the striking results, up to date, of the 
Witherby system, which certainly is any- 
thing but “small and unimportant at pres- 
ent.” You can judge of its extent when 
it is stated that the 105,435 wild birds that 
have been “ringed” by Withreby’s army of 
assistants include 7,598 starlings, 7,979 
swallows, 11,381 song-thrushes and‘41,966 
black-headed gulls! 

HE “‘ringers’? themselves, who are scat- 

tered all over England and Scotland, 
number several hundred and they are all 
experienced experis 
being allowed io take part in this work in 
case the exact classification of a marked 
bird should be wrongly recorded. The man 
who last vear aitached rings to over 1,400 
birds is a master of Eton college, Mayall.

Below, Hengistbury Head, the 
promontory on the south coast 
of England, which is the first 
point reached by migratory birds 
on their arrival, in the spring, 
from the tropical climes in which 
they winter, and their place of 
assemblage when they fly back 
south again in the autumn. This 
famous headland is now owned 
by an American, H. Gordon Self- 
ridge, the Chicago man who 
runs London’s biggest store, and 
whose country home, Highcliffe 
Castle, is in the near neighbor- 
hood. 
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Moon and F. W. Holder, marked, during 
1924, 1,253 and 1,186 birds, respectively, 
and many others slipped the little aluminum 
rings on the legs of hundreds of birds. 


Most of the birds thus “ringed’’ are 
marked as nestlings, it appears; others are 
caught in traps of 2 special pattern. Every 
duly accredited “ringer” is provided with 
a supply of the numbered rings, and also 
with forms which have spaces in which the 
number of the ring, the date of the ring- 
ing, the name of the ringer and the place 
where the bird was ringed can be entered. 
These forms, when filled in, are sent to 
Witherby’s office in High Holborn and there 
filed. The rings, as has been said, bear 
the name of the originator of the scheme, 
so that, wherever the bird is found in after 
life, the finder can communicate with the 
bird chief who, on consulting his records, 
can trace the history of the wanderer. 


Possibly you'll be as curious as | was 
to know how these ringed birds are ‘“‘re- 
covered” as the official phrase goes. With- 
erby was asked to explain. 


“Some of the birds fly into houses,” he 
said, “some drop exhausted, as the swal- 
low that was picked up in the South African 
kraal did, some are found dead and others 
are shot. Like this, for instance!” And 
he showed me a ring, taken from a Starling, 
that had reached him in the morning’s mail. 
Attached to the ring was a card with the 
laconic message: “Punished for pecking 
my pears. Caught in the act” 

“Our percentage of recoveries is small 
considering the number of birds ringed,” 
Witherby went on. “Of the nearly 8,000 
swallows that have been marked, only 60 
have been heard of again; of the 11,381 
song-thrushes, 140; and of the 11,966 gulls, 
523. No doubt we should learn of many 
more cases of the finding of ringed birds 
it the object of the winging was more gen- 
erally understood. As things stand at 
present, a surprising number of people 
both in this country and Europe seemingly 
have no clearer idea of the significance of 
2 numbered ring around a wild bird's leg

(NOTE.—This is the first of two articles 
by the famous Arctic explorer relating to 
some of his most stirring adventures in 
hunting the Polar bear and the walrus.—The 
Editor.) © 


S 1 look back upon my years with 
the Polar Eskimos and remember 
adventures in the far north, my 
mind dwells particularly upon 
bright sunny days of April and 
May, far beyond the snow-clad 
heights of Ellesmere land in a country away 
from the haunts of man and given over to 
the musk-ox and the white Polar bear. 

To one standing amid the death-like still- 
ness of the far north and looking at silent, 
snow-clad hills, sentinel peaks, towering 
cliffs and deep fords, it seems unreal— 

certainly not a part of this world, but a 
near view of some planet long since dead. 
And especially does this seem to be true 
when standing at the edge of the Polar 
sea on a_moonlight night. How far—how 
immensely distant in every imaginable way 

—from the busy, workaday, bustling streets 

of New York or Boston! , 

As our nine sledges swung south into 

Eureka Sound, | realized, with a strange 


feeling, that we were the first human be-. 


ings to break the stillness of this region in 
fourteen years. Apparently there was not 
a living thing here. Our practiced eyes 
searched the fields of ice to differéntiate 
between the slightly yellowish skin of the 
“white’ bear and the pure white drifted 
snows of the Arctic. We were hunting 
the “tiger of the north.” 


This great animal is profoundly respected 
and universally acknowledged by the Eski- 


mos also as the king of the north. Seated 
about the little stone lamps in the Half 
light of their winter igloos, those black- 
haired warriors of Smith Sound rehearse 
the valiant deeds of their fathers and their 
own younger days when the powerful wea- 
pons of the white stranger from the south- 
land were unknown to the tribe. 


Their eyes flash, their muscles 
tense as they vividly portray their hand- 


to-hand struggles with heavy lances, fash- 
jioned from the ivory spiral tusk of the 
fabled sea unicorn, the narwhal. And not 
always were they victorious. . . . Even 
though assisted by their faithful, strong 
dogs, frightful scars still in evidence on 
the narrators attest to lost and sanguinary 
battles.

ES, Nan-nook-suah—big bear—is ad- 

mired as well as feared, for he pos- 
sesses in full all those qualities which every 
successful hunter would have—patience, 
courage, strength, endurance. When the 
Eskimo and his dogs drop from weariness, 
the Polar bear plods on. He is tireless. 
When biting winds cut the face and blinding 
drift obscures the trail, driving the native 
to shelter, Nan-nook smiles at the weakness 
of man. 


When the brightness ‘of summer has 
gone and winter darkness creeps over the 


land, concealing all tracks of game and the 
tiny breathing holes of seals, Nan-nook is 
not balked, but goes unerringly from hole 
to hole. When strong winds and heavy 
seas drive the Eskimo and his kai-ack to 
the shelter of the headlands, Nan-nook 
easily breasts the icy waves, or goes drift- 
ing off to the south, complacently seated 
upon an iceberg. 


Does the white man wonder, then, why 
in the little sealskin bag round the neck of 


the Eskimo child there may be found a bit 
of fur or the claw of the Polar bear? Could 
there be—they say—a better or stronger 
guardian over the life of the boy? Surely 
he cannot come o harm with such a pro- 
tector! 

Within a few minutes after we ‘shad en- 
tered Eureka’s Sound, a “*Ta-koo!

How Dr. Andrew MecNairn Soule Purposely Selected His Future With the Georgia State College of Agricul- 
ture That He Could Begin and Build From “the Ground Up”—W hat That Decision Has Meant 
to the South. 


By John E. Drewry. 


T is not at all surprising that Pres- 

ident Harding should have ap- 
pointed Dr. Andrew MacNairn 
Soule, president of the Georgia 
State College of Agriculture, one 
of the five delegates from the 
United States at large, to represent the 
nation at the conference on industrial and 
economic expansion, which met in Rio de 
Janeiro, South America, several months ago. 
In fact, the appointment is said to have 
come as recognition of thé ability of the 
man who within fifteen years took a little 
wooden building on the campus of the 
University of Georgia, in Athens, and from 
it built a State College of Agriculture which 
today has‘an enrollment of more than a 
thousand, 

“If you want the martins to come, you 
must first hang up the gourd.” It was this 
old adage, combined with 2 ‘motto of his 
own, “to do something for every one, to 
serve, to put service above self, to smile, 
and to work, and to keep on smiling,” that 
inspired Dr. Soule to leave a good position 
as dean of a college in the state of Virginia 
and come to Georgia to, as he expresses tt, 
“build a college from the ground up.” 

Fifteen years, a great leader, and to- 
day Georgia has one of the greatest col- 
leges of agriculture to be found in the 
whole United States. To be sure, fifteen 
years is a very short period of time in 
which so much should be accomplished, but 
due to the wisdom, foresight and natural 
leadership of Dr. Soule, himself a Canadian, 
Georgia has emerged from that state of 
ignorance that {n a large measure gripped 
its agricultural interests prior to 1907, and 


, today she greets the world, not as 2 sec- 


tion of the country marked by its lack of 
enlightemment, but rather as one of the 
most progressive regions in the land—a 
region with a brilliant future outshining a 
gloomy past. 


T was in 1907 that Dr. Soule was elected 

to the presidency of the State College 
of Agriculture at Athens, Ga., a year as 
dark in the history of economic outlook in 
the south as the years just after the strug- 
gle between the states. Political factions 
were at war in the state and a college of 
any kind had but little of prosperity star- 
ing it in the face. Destiny could have been 
no kinder to Georgia at this time than it 
was when it chose Dr. Soule to the position 
that he now holds despite offers galore 
inviting him to become the head of other 
great institutions in America. 

It seems almost unthinkable that in 1907, 
or at any other time, that Georgia, by na- 
ture an agricultural state, should have been 
$0 ignorant as it was, and so far in the rear 
of.other states, themselves not so favored 
by environment and nature. 

Dr. Soule came to Athens from the Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic institute, where he was 
dean of the agricultural college and director 
of the experiment station there. He re- 
views the gloomy

since its reorganization in 1907. He said 
that he and Dr. L. G. Hardman, chairman 
of the executive committee of the college, 
wanted to see me immediately upon some 
important business. They stated that they 
were from Georgia. 

“T went over to the hotel where these 
gentlemen were staying and there they 
asked me if I- would take charge of the 


college of agriculture. They told me about 


the large farm which the alumni had bought 
and given to the University of Georgia on 
which to build an agricultural college, plac- 
ing in glowing terms before me the future 
of an institution, and dilating at length upon 
the greatness of the ‘Empire State of the 
South.’

Reviewing the outstanding events in the 
progress of the college and agricultural 
education in Georgia during the fifteen 
years that he has been at the head of the 
institution, Dr. Soule says: ‘“By*the time

HE British Museum, in London, has 
recently opened the largest col- 
lection of natural history. speci- 
mens from West Africa, which 
exists in any museum in the 
world. It consist of 10,000 pieces 
and is valued at about $1,000,- 
Its compilation has taken twenty

years and is the work of one man, George 


L. Bates, of Galesburg, Hl. 


For twenty yeats Bates has been hidden 
away from the world in a .dittle red-brick 
house -Which. he “ha built* single-handed, 
brick by brigk, at Bilye, Ebolowa,.

So This Is Greenwich Village. Well! Well!

Way down south in Greenwich 
Village, that’s the fiek? for cul- 
ture’s ‘illage; there they have 
artistic -avings, tea and other aw- 
ful cravings. But there the in- 
spiration stops—and they start silly little 
shops; yowll find them anywhere ‘round 
Washington Square. 

It is, indeed, an odd corner of New 
York—this little section of old homes and 
triangular squares south of the Washington 
Arch, in many ways more interesting than 
the Paris Montmartre. 

It is hallowed ground where any new 
theory or ism takes quick root. 
neighborhood of coffee shops, waffle shops, 
dank attics, basket weavers, batik makers, 
sculptors, painters, pot boiler writers and 
a sprinkling of the literary great. Don’t 
forget some great artists and writers have 
come from the village. Many fine pepole 
live there. 

The village adheres to only one law. 
That is: ‘Mind your own business.’’ And 
it does it well. Psychoanalysists may psycho 
each other. Freudians may chase the elu- 
Sive complex. But the village goes on its 
way without even adjusting the proverbial 
grin. 

They discuss the messy side of life with- 
out a blush. Serious thinkers can do their 
thinking unmol:sted. Just pay your way 
and don’t bother the other fellow and the 
village will permit you to live in peace. 

Most of the village life is a futile brain- 
Spun procedure and the village knows it 
-—but it has a good time. They are not 
after all grasping for the eternal truths. 
They are only kidding themselves. 

Tiny Tim, that arch prophet of indiges- 
tion with his velvet tam and smock and 
tray of “soul candy,” is typical of the vil- 
lage thought. He will pop up anywhere 
and prattle for the hour—if you will let 
him—of intellectualism and the higher 
thought. In his off moments Tim raises 
pigs in New Jersey. 


ANY of the denizens of the village are 

merely shifters—men and women who 
want to live without exertion. Rents are 
cheap. So is food, and no one is ever 
pointed out as poverty stricken. Poverty 
is almost a virtue. Did not all of the great 
artists of history starve? 

Barney Gallant 1s the village mayor. He 
is a shrewd little Hungarian with an Eng- 
lish accent and Chesterfieldiar. manner. He 
has grown rich. He sponsored the Green- 
wich Village theater, several cafes and owns 
the Club Gallant, now the niftiest hideaway 
of the fast night-steppers. 

Until 3 in the afternoon the village is 
as quiet as a church yard. It does not 
swim up from its deep well of sleep until 
that hour. Then it moves sluggishly to 
the coffee shops. It begins to take on a 
sparkle of life around the dinner hour, but 
it is widest awake at midnight and in the 
early morning.

can boast of being one of the first 
\Ncuthern institutions to offer a course in 
cotton grading. [It was in 1908 that this 
course was first offered in Georgia, and with 


the inauguration of this subject, a distinct 
epoch in. the history of the college was 
marked; a distinct epoch because this initial 
effort was presently developed into a divi- 
sion of the cotton industry which resulted 
in affording an excellent course of training 
about the state’s most important crop, and 
invalutble information to cities in both 
America and in foreign lands. 


Perhaps the two outstanding events in 
the short history of fifteen years that Dr. 
Soule has been connected with the institu- 


tion are the two great educational trains 
that were sent throughout the state by the 
college in conjunction with an arrangement 
with the railway lines in Georgia. ‘The first 
train was organized in 1908; the second 
in 1911, and these two trains marked the 
beginning of extension work in Georgia, 
one of the great branches of agricultural 
education now being conducted by the agri- 
cultural college, and which is reaching the 
great masses of farmers who have passed 
the college age, and who are otherwise not 
in a position to attend an institution of 
learning. These trains carried in their cars 
exhibtis from the college ang members of 
the faculty of the institution accompanying 
the exhibits gave interesting lectures ia 


the various towns where the trains stopped. 
The two trips made by these two trains 
were heralded for months after as one of 
the most progressive steps ever taken by 
an institution, and had the effect of win- 
ning over to agricultural education many 
Georgians and southerners who before that 


time had been opposed to it. 


The main building of the Georgia Col- 
lege of Agriculture was completed and 
dedicated January 9, 1909. Many of the 
visitors in Athens on that occasion mar 
veled that so large and beautiful a building 
should have been erected when the student 
body was so insignificant as to size. Once 


of the college trustees in a legislative de- 


bate said, however: “If you want the 
martins to come, you must first hang up 
the gourd.” This proved to be true 

the case of the institution, and it was not 
long before the clasg rooms and laboratories, 


so beautifully furnished and equipped, were 


overcrowded with eager students. 

One of the great accomplishments of the 
institution lies in the establishment of 
courses of instruction for women admit- 
ting them to the University of Georgia, 
and their recegnition by all other institu- 


tions of a similar grade in Georgia. The

co first college extension work inaugu- 
rated in the south was begun by this 
institution in 1911 with funds made availa- 
ble by the Georgia legislature.

ried forward successfully throughout the 
Stale, and the foundation laid on which 
the boys and girls’ club work has been so 
successfully predicated. The demonstration 
field was put on a substantial financial 
basis, and the work in plant breeding and 
the work of developing desirable strains 
of cereals, cotton and other farm crops 
firmly established. 
At the present time the extension divi- 
n employs 232 individuals, the majority 
of whom are employed as county agents, 
Thousands of demonstrations are being care 
ried forward under the direction of these 
men and women. More than 300,000 of 


these demonstrations have been made since 
1910, while the farmers of Georgia have 
heen advised in the co-operative buying and 
selling of essential products to the value 
(Concluded on Page 26.)

hotep Ill, and Ay were interrupted. On 
the left-hand side is a third valley, which 
contains the tombs of Yuaa and Tuau, and 
several others. 

“Proceeding Straight before’ us in a 
southerly direction we enter ihe district 
where the royal tombs are more numerous. 
On our right is that of the great Rameses 
ll. which, although ‘the last resting place 
of so great a. monarch, is not worth visit- 
ing. Further back is the tomb of Menepthan, 
the so-called pharaoh of the Exodus. In this 
is a most colossal sarcophagus, frequently 
visited by tourists: The next one we come 
to is that of Rameses VI.—the three tombs 
of Rameses IIl., Menepthah and Rameses VI. 
forming a sort of triangle. In this space 
with the help of a light railway, I worked 
for two seasons, removing something like 
70,000 tons.of debris. Two years ago we 
had approached within five yards of the 
tomb of Rameses VI., and were anxious 
to excavate the ground beneath it, but 
owing to its being one of the favorite ‘tour- 
ist tombs,’ lighted by electricity, and owing 
to the tourist season being in full swing, 
we could not work there, as it would have 
prevented visitors entering the crypt.’ 


It was here, then, last October, that Mr. 


Carter took up¢the task where his co- 
worker left off. One day, after nearly a 
week of futile digging in the tawny soil 
of this sacred basin, he chanced to be 
Standing in a position which enabled him 
to note the unusual formation of the hill 
at that particular point. The following 
day—after some difficulty with the local 
authorities—he started a tentative excava- 
tion below, and within five yards-of the 
tomb of the sixth Rameses. After digging 
through some workmen’s huts, probably 
of the Rameside period, he came upon a 
step cut in the solid rock. The work was 
feverishly redoubled, and other steps were 
found—eighteen in all. On the level of 
the upper steps was found the commence- 
ment of what proved eventually to be the 
upper part of a door cemented and coy- 
ered with the seals of the rcyal cemetery.

intact is so rare anywhere, let alone 
in the royal necropolis, that he at once 
cabled Lord Carnarvon in London, who 
came out immediately, with his daughter.

These are about 
seven feet high, and are magnificently 
carved in wood covered with a black pitch- 
like material, in accordance with sacred 
Sepulchral writ. The headdress, collaret, 
armlets, wristbands, dress, mace and staff 
—badges of inheritance—are heavily gilded, 
while the sandals are of solid gold. On 
the forehead is the royal cobra of inlaid 
bronze and gold. Of gold, too, are the eye 
sockets and eye brows, while the eye bails 
are of arragonite and the pupils of obsidian. 
The features of the king are very cali, very 
majestic. 


i bye this tomb had not escaped the 
vandals of antiquity was evident by the 
fact that small objects of gold, silver, bronze 
and glass (glass being as valuable as gold 
in ancient times) were missing. Some 
Objects were found in the passage and 
on the staircase, tell-tale evidence of the 
fact that the plunderers were in a hurry. 
An aperture in the door leading into the 
chaniber containing the king’s sarcophag 
snowed that this crypt also had been en- 


tered, and examination indicated that it had 
been Sealed up again by officials of the 
ecropolis at a Izter date.

The third royal ceremonial couch was

breach, also made by the thieves, and 
through it can be seen masses of objects 
stacked one upon the other and complete- 
ly filling the lower part of the chamber.

NE of the most fascinating and 
impressive pictures of Jesus is 
Hoffman's painting, “Christ in

We see here more clearly than anywhere 
else, except in th hour of His crucifixion, 
the comingling of the human and the di- 
vine.

At every moment of His ministry upon 
earth His words were watched that they 
might be turned into accusations against 
Him: and now He passes through these 
hours of sorrow on the to His seat at 
the right hand of God.

dae second tempiation is the temptation 
to steal—not merely the common 
forms of theft such as larceny, burglary and 
highway robbery—the punishment for 
these is quite certain—but the more re- 
fined forms of stealing, such as embezzle- 
ment and exploitation. 


To the average man old fashioned sieal- 
ing is no temptation; he would be indig- 
nant at the very suggestion that he would 
pick your pocket or enter into your house, 
day or night, and appropriate money or 
property. And yet, embezzlement by trus- 
tees is not so unusual among so-called re- 
Spectable men. 

A bank official who divides his time be- 
tween reading the stock market reports and 
the counting of money has to meet a temp- 
tation that ‘does not come to mankind in 
general. It seems so easy to use just a lit- 
tle of the money of which he is the custo- 
dian, and he is so sure that he can make a 
profit within a day or two and replace the 
money. Nobody need know of the tempo- 
rary use of the deposit and he will soon 
haye money of his own with which to lay 
the foundation of a fortune secured by spec- 
ulation. It is a plausible argument for one 
whose conscience is not sensitive. 

This temptation has oyercome the 
Scruples of a multitude of men—and then 
the community is shocked at an arrest or 
Suicide when the discovery is made. 


Only a few years ago the head of one of 
the oldest and most trusted banks in New 
York died and investigation disclosed that 
he had been committing frauds on the bank 
for a decade. 

What is the remedy? Christ supplies it. 
He cleanses the heart: He purges it of the 
love of money which “‘is the root of all 
evil,” or, as the new version puts it, ‘‘a 
root of every kind of evil” 

The third illustration is to be found in 
the infidelity that wrecks homes ruins lives, 
and does injustice to so many children. 

What is the trouble? Dallvying with sin, 
gradual yielding until the tempiation be- 
comes a consuming flame. 

What is the remedy? Here again Christ 
Supplies It. He warns against the thought 
before it ripens into act. Here, too, the 
beginning of evil must be avoided. 


A ND so with every sin. But care in the 
4 avoiding of temptation is not sufficient; 
those who are conscious of human weak- 
ness and anxious to abstain from wrong- 
doing will pray as Christ advised His dis- 
ciples to do, that they enter not into temp- 
tation. We must pray as well as watch. 

But the Master felt another need of 
prayer, a need of strength to pass through 
the ordeal toward which He had been jour- 
neying and for which He waited. It: was 
not fear that moved Him; it was the hu- 
man side of Christ that asked the Father. 
“If thou be willing, remove this cup from 
me,’ but it was the deity in Christ that 
added, ‘‘nevertheless not my will, but thine, 
be done.”’ 


And as Jesus prayed there appeared unto 
Hint an angel from heaven to strengthen 
Him, just as in the days before and since 
an all-loving Heavenly Father has sent 
winged messengers unto His children to be 
allies when the night is darkest and the 
light is hottest. 


As Elisha drew back the curtain that his 
frightened servant might behold the heaven- 
ly reinforcements camped upon the moun- 


tain top, so Luke records for us the ap- 
pearance of an angel that brought strength 
in answer to a prayer uttered so earnestly 
that His sweat ‘was as it were great drops 
of blood,” 

When Christ arose, He was ready for 
the final chapter. His. flesh had been 
brought into subjection to the spirit and 
He who might have called legions to His 
detense meekly gave Himself into the hands 
of His executioners. 

Judas comes for a moment into the lime- 
light, vives the betraying kiss and then 
takes up his journey toward the potter's 


‘field. which he enters through the Suicide 


vate. 

And Peter? He ‘followed afar off.” 

A poor example, certainly. If this were 
all we knew of Peter it would have been 
worse than a poor example. The story of 
Peter’s life would have been even less in- 
teresting if it had ended a little later when 
he thrice denied the Saviour. 

But Peter outlived the exverience record- 
ed in this chapter; he continued to follow 
Christ and his pace quickened with the 
years. When he sat by the fire in the high 
priest’s house where they had taken Jesus, 
he played a sorry part for a disciple, but 
Peter did a wonderful work when, as Dr. 
Marquis puts it, he was warmed up. 


i the average Christian Peter is the 
most helpful of the great personalities 
whom Christ called into service. Few can 
expect a conversation such as came to Paul 
and of these still less can hope to rival 
Paul in eloquence, but all Christians pass 
through hours of temptation and = many 
vield. 

lhe Christian is not to be distinguished 
hy sinlessness, but rather by an earnest de- 
sire to be sinless. If under the pressure of 
temptation he falls, it is the sin that grieves 
him, not the discovery of it. He does not 
delay repentance until-he is confronted by 
punishment—he repents when the fact of 
his sin burns itself into his consciousness 
and he prays for strength to resist future 
temptations. 

Peter was emotional and, because emo- 
tional, had to pass through the valleys that 
lay: between the mountain ranges which his 
enthusiasm enabled him to scale. 

Sin can neither be desired nor justified 
on the ground that it sometimes furnishes 
a stimulus to great achievement, but sin, 
whén it does come, ought to be utilized as 
far aS possible as an aid to others. 

A man who has been a drunkard, especi- 
ally if he has allowed drink to drag him 
down into that awful disease known as 
delirium tremens, can warn against alcohol 
as those cannot who have Aways been total 
abstainers. Those who have peen released 
from bondage to intoxicants must find at 
least a crumb of comfort in the conscious- 
ness that they can use their own wretched 
experience to save others from similar de- 
vradation. 

The lesson of Christ in Gethsemans may 
be summed up-in three sentences. 

First, even Christ—Deity shining through 
humanity—needed prayer to. strengthen 
Him when He entered upon the greatest of 
liis struggles—how much more we! 

Second, man needs constant and intimate 
communion with the Heavenly Father as a 
protection against the temptations that be 
set him—his easily besetting Sins. 

Third, Peter, by his triumph over his 
weakness, shows us how frail human 
ings may be made strong by faith. 

Christ is the Alchemist who can tras. 
form base human clay into the refined gold 
of a righteous life. He can litt man trom 
the mire of sin to a place among those 
whose robes have been washed in the blood 
of the Lamb.

of more than $25,000,000. Dr. Soule says 
that it cam be conservatively stated that 
the direct savings accruing farmers in Geor- 
gia as a result of activities of these agents 
amount to several million dollars a year. 
Since its inception, approximately 130,000 
boys have been enrolled in corn, 
calf clubs, and they have produced products 
and live stock worth approximately $6,000,- 
000. The work carried forward by the 
corn and pig club organizations in Georgia 
is little short of marvelous. It has resulted 
in putting corn on an entirely different 
basis in this state to that prevailing a few 
years ago, and has now made it one of the 
most valuable crops of the state and in- 
creased the yield by several million bushels 
a year. The number of pigs in the state 
was increased by a million head and the 
charactre of these animals has been greatly 
improved because the boys were induced 
to use only pure bred Sires. 


HE extension work under the direction 

of the College of Agriculture, at Ath- 

ens, has given employment to approximate- 
ly 75,000 women and has augmented the 
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state’s income by more than $3,000,000 
Since the initial movement was begun in 
1911. Previous to the inception of the 
extension work, there was practically no 
literature of the nature calculated to meet 
the needs of the farmers. Up to date, 
the State College of Agriculture has printed 
and distributed 328 bulletins and circulars, 
aggregating 3,000,000 copies and contain- 
ing 47,000,000 million pages. 

From time to time the college has been 
asked to give sy‘ements as to the value 
of the service work which the institution 
has rendered and is rendering the state. 
To that end a careful examinatif of the 
records has been made, and as a result of 
this investigation, it appears Qiat the state 
has appropriated to the Georgia State Col- 
lege in the year 1921-22, $232,500. The 
value of the service work rendered to the 
people of this state by this institution ex- 
pressed most conservatively its valued at

And all of thgse accomplishments have 
been brought about in fifteen short years 
during which time Dr. Soule has labored 
arduously and assiduously as president of 
the institution. During these fifteen years, 
Dr. Soule has received many flattering of- 
fers inviting him to become the head of 
other big colleges, but so far he has turned 
them all down in order that he might con- 
tinue with his work in Georgia. a work, 
which, as he has said, was started from 
the very bottom. At the time of this writ- 
ing the position of president of the Univer- 
sity of Wyoming has been offered to him 
and some anxiety is felt as to whether he 
will accept, but it is the fervent hope of 
thousands of Georgians that the will not.

The Winter Bouquet 
And It’s Popularity 


INTER boquets for house decora- 
tion have achieved great popular- 
itv, owing to their beauty in in- 
door decorative schemes. There 
is no simpler garden task than 
raising the material and making 
boquets to suit your taste. 

To dry everlasting flowers for 
winter use, they are cut while the flowers 
are only half expanded. They should be 
then hung head downward or flower down- 
ward to dry, in the house. The reason tor 
suspending them with the flowers down- 
ward is to preserve the natural position of 
the foliage and also the flower in relation 
to the foliage. If dried erect in a vase, the 
leaves are bound to wilt and droop down 
parallel with the stems and the flowers in 
many cases would hang their heads. The 
reason for cutting them half expanded is 
that. they will complete unfolding while 
drying and preserve their natural appear- 
ance. Jf cut when too mature, the petals 
in some of the straw flowers will bend 
downward and the flower is likely to fall 
apart when dry. For brilliant orange, vel- 
low, crimson, pink and purple, the annu- 
als, Acrolinium, Ammobium, Helichysum, 
RKhodanthe and Xeranthemum, are best. the 
lielichrysums are the most showy. ‘The 
Rodanthes offer the most delicate rose 
pinks. The Globe Amaranths or Gom 
phrenas resemble brilliant rosy magenta 
clover heads. There are also white and 
butf shades of the Gomphrena. 

Among the perennials the Chinese lan- 
tern plant (Physalis Franchetti) with its 
brilliant seed pods ranging from scartet 
through Grange and the brilliant green of 
the immature lanterns, offer a georgeous 
display.

Hints A bout Cookinng Fish—Sweets for Kiddies 


UYING Fish—fFresh fish are stiff, 
the eyes are bright, the gills red 
and scaly fish should have plenty 
of scales. 

Washing Fish. 
Fish should be washed at once 
in salted water and not just be- 
fore it is going to be used. 


Frying Fish. 

Fish ¢€0 be fried should be cleaned, 
washed, dried and then put on a plate skin 
side down if filleted, with no parts over- 
lapping, and a tiny squeeze of lemon juice, 
pepper and salt put on each. Lemon juice 
is good for flavour, makes a heavy fish 
more easily digested and whitens the flesh 
of white fish. Of course, it is useless to 
do this in the case of whole fish, as it 
would not permeate the skin. 


Coatings. 

Fish to be fried must always be coated. 
The cheapest and quickest coating is corn 
meal or seasoned flour. 

Seasoned Flour. 


Whatever coating is used it should be 
well pressed on to the fish with the hand 
or a knife, leaving no rough surfaces. Al- 
low about one-half teaspoon salt and a big 
pinch of pepper to one tablespoon flour. 
Mix thoroughly before using. 

Shallow Fat Frying. 
—o care should be taken when fry- 
\J ing fish that the fat is smoking hot. It 
is best to fry over an open fire, or if over 
gas on a radiator. If the flame is too near 
it is impossible to get an even tempera- 
ture and therefore to get evenly fried fish. 

Deep Fat Frying. 

Deep fat may be used for any frying of 
fish, provided the coating if faultlessly 
done. Fried fish must be drained on any 
kind. of clean absorbent paper immediately 
it is removed from the pan. 

Steaming. 

- This is the cheapest and easiest way of 
cooking fish because it can be cooked over 
a pan of boiling potatoes or anything else, 
thus using one flame for two dishes. To 
steam any fish, season it and put on a well- 
greased plate and cover with a basin. It 
will be cooked when the flesh comes away 
easily from the bone. Allow on an aver- 
age 10-20 minutes per pound. 

Garnishings for Fish Dishes. 

Fried fish is usually garnished with fried 
parsley. This is, of course, an accompanin- 
ment as well as a garnish. If it is only 
to be used as a garnish it is effective to 
chop very finely, dry it by rolling it in the 
corner of a towel and then decorate the 
fish with it in simple design. An easy way 
is to sprinkle a little on a knife and then 
let it fall in straight lines on the fish. Tip 
the knife neatly for each ‘ine and it will 
look perfectly straight. Little beads of 
red can be introduced by making tiny 
Squares, diamonds, circles or crescents of 
tomato skins. The whites of a boiled egg 
either cut in fanciful shapes or chopped 
with little pieces of the yolk pressed 
through a sieve is simple and effective, in 
fact, anything which has not too distine- 
tive a flavor can be used for garnishing 
fish. These garnishes may be served round 
the dish and this not only makes a variety 
but it makes the fish go ‘urther. 

Lemon is a very common garnish for fish 
and it is also an accompaniment. The lem- 
on juice not only improves the flavor, but 
it makes the fish more digestible. Served 
4S an accompaniment, it should be cut in 
eighths. It looks better cut lengthwise, but 
it is best to cut the lemon across and then 
cut in lengths; it is easier to manipulate 
and therefore more juice can be extracted; 
very thin slices of lemon overlapping each 
other are a pretty garnish, lemon butterflies 
are made by cutting thin rounds of lemon 
Slicing them in half, nick a small portion 
from middle and pull into shape. Put a 
pot of parsley in center. Lemon rind can 
be peeled very finely (so that no white is 
cut off with it) and cut into diamonds and 
other fancy shapes.

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Jam and Marmalade Saute. 


Any kind of jam or marmalade and 
water—Put the jam or marmalade in an 
enamelled or earthenware saucepan with 
a little water and heat, stirring all the 
time. Add boiling water till the jam is of 
the right consistency. A teaspoon of lem- 
on juice is usually an improvement. 

Orange Sauce. 

One lemon, two oz. sugar, two oranges, 
one-half pint liquid, one teaspoon corn- 
Starch (may be ommitted), one tablespoon 
marmalade (if liked). 

Squeeze the juice from the fruit, peel a 
very thin rind off and cut in little shreds, 
being careful that none of the white under 
the skin is included. Put the water, fruit 
juice and sugar into a pan and bring to a 
boil. Add the shreds and simmer till ten- 
der. Thicken and serve. 


Early Spring Salad Hints. 

Have salads, salads, salads. Mix and util- 
ize raw green things of all kinds. Use 
lemon juice in your salad dressings, it is a 
food and it brings out the flavor of other 
fruits and vegetables. 

All green leaves contain vitamines. All 
green leaves are rich in mineral. Many of 
these are more effective in their raw state 
than when cooked. Have a salad at every 
diner. 

> SUGGESTIONS. 
Mixed Vegetables Salads. 

Asparagus and green peas served on a 
lettuce leaf with French dressing or may- 
onnaise, 

Boiled beets may be diced and served on 
a lettuce leaf with something white—such 
as diced apples or shredded cabbage, boiled 
dressing, celery, nuts. During spring and 
Summer the raw vegetables and greens 
Should be used as much as possible. Two 
which should be used as often as possible 
with any mixed vegetable combination are 
spinach and grated or ground carrots. 

Spinach is most rich in iron and other 
minerals. Some of this value is lost in cook- 
ing no matter how careful you may be. Raw, 
the taste is not pleasant—hence take one or 
two raw spinach leaves, chop very fine and 
Sprinkle over any and every salad you 
make. Disguised with the salad dressing 
they make a palatable tonic. Use as much 
of the spinach in this way as you can with- 
out detracting from the flavor of the salad. 
This is also true of grated or ground carrot. 
Try diced apple and ground carrots and 
nuts Served on lettuce leaves with a 
Sprinkle of spinach’ and a boiled = salad 
dressing.

Shredded cabbage and ground ¢arrot and 
raisins with a sprinkle of spinach served 
with mayonnaise or French dressing with an 
extra dash of lemon. 

Shredded cabbage and diced apples with 
chopped raisins and a boiled salad dress- 
ing. 

Serve grated carrots on your left over 
String beans or your diced beets. 

Keep a few spinach leaves in the ice box 
for above purpose. Remember—they will 
not add to the flavor of anything—you are 
using them for their tonic value. 

Use chopped parsley frequently. 

Use chopped raisins, chopped dates and 
chopped nuts with any vegetable salad 
mixture. Sprinkle a few nuts on any or 
everything. 

Raw cabbage has also greater food value 
raw than when cooked and it is available 
in all seasons. Shred and serve in any com- 
binations you wish. But do not soak in 
vinegar. 

A Good Cabbage Salad. 

Strip from the head the tenderest leaves 
Cut out the thick center leaf vein. Lay 
three or four of these half leaves together, 
roll as tight as possible. With a sharp knife 
shave sections through the roll. The shav- 
ings Should be extremely fine. Rub a 
salad bowl with garlic (or mix some finely 
chopped onion with the cabbage) place the 
shavings in bowl, season to taste. mix well 
with French dressing, cover and let stand 
over night or for several hours before 
using. / 

Carrot and Cottage Cheese Salad. 

Carrot and cottage cheese salad is made 
of about equal parts of cottage cheese and 
ground carrots. with about one-third the 
quantity of chopped nuts. Season to taste 
and flavor generously with lemon juice.

HE housewife who has the duty of washing her own pots and pans at least has 
They uSually remain brighter and fairer and more ot an orna- 
ment to the kitchen than is the case when this work is done by a maid of all 
To be sure there are some of these employees who take as 
great a pride in having saucepans and kettles, skillets and dripping pans spot- 
less and as bright as an advertisement for a metal cleanser—but very, very 
often ownership is the element necessary to maintain this brilliancy. 


But even with care cooking utensils sometimes need a special Cleaning, and 


there is nothing so beneficial for utensils of tin or enamel ware as a boiling bath in a 


solution of washing soda. 
by constant use come out bright and shiny.

the washing soda bath you will find that 
it comes out sadly discolored, rough and 
shabby looking. 

if aluminum has become darkened, as 
it is apt ta_ in the case of an aluminum 
roasting pan, it sometimes needs more than 
rubbing with a metaj cleanser. Steel wool 
is excellent, but bear in mind that the grade 
marked O is more desirable than that 
marked 1, which is too coarse for an alum- 
inum surface. It is good plan to wear a 
pair old cotton gloves when you do this 
scouring because the steel wool is rather 
hard on the hands. To be sure the gloves 
are ruined by the process so you should 
save an old pair ready to discard. 


UT suppose your aluminum defies even 

the steel wool treatment—what then? 

About the only thing then is a dose of 
mild poison for your alaminum! 

Buy ten cents worth of oxalic acid crys- 
tals, a reagent known well to every taun- 
dry operator. It comes in a little package 
marked with skull and cross bones and this 
should be warning enough that it is best 
not to keep it on hand. It should be 
bought in a small quantity, used for the 
general brightening process, and then de- 
stroyed if any is left. It is certainly foolish 
to leave it on hand in the kitchen. 

Some housewives have tried oxalic acid 
on discolored aluminum only to become 
convinced that it is of little value. This is 
because they have not gone about it in the 
right way. 

The correct-method is to put cold water 
in the discolored dish with one teaspoon 


-of the acid crystals to every quart of 


water. If there are small dishes they nhy 
be set inside a large one. Then set it on 
the fire and boil for a good five minutes. If 
you do not let it boil this length of time 
you will not have satisfactory results. Do 
not put the hands in the bath unnecessarily 
as the acid solution may burn your hands if 
they have any scratches or cuts on them. 
However, do not imagine that a solution of 
this strength is strong enough to be dan- 
gerous to handle. After you have boiled 
your dish you will find that it is freed 
trom the discoloration. Now empty it out 
into another dish needing cleansing and 
plunge the cleaned dish into a dishpan of 
hot soap suds. Wash it thoroughly, using 
a little steel wool to brighten it if you like. 
Now rinse and wipe dry and you will find 
a remarkable change. 

Another rule foe the use of oxalic acid 
solution on aluminum dishes is to leave a 
solution of one teaspoon to a quart of cold 
water in your discolored dishes over night. 
This is said to produce the same results, 
but it seems a little unwise to leave any 
poisonous solution standing about when by 
using some other method this is not nec 
essary,

ELL cooked cold meat 
certain characteristic flavor that 
is not to be found in the same 
meats served hot. It is different, 
and good cold meat served now 
and then adds that bit of variety 
to the diet that we all crave. 

Moreover a joint or loaf of 
cooked meat in the cold closet or refrig- 
erator means the backbone of a meal that 
will be easy to prepare. If you like to 
have Sundays and holidays free from much 
kitchen work then know the value of a 
joint of cold ham, cold lamb, beef loat, 
pressed chicken or veal. These things may 
be made ready the day before and with hot 
baked potatoes or potato salad make a meal 
that is a good excuse for dinner. 


Here is a good rule for pressed veal— 
a rule so simple that you could hardly call 
it a recipe. Buy a knuckle of veal. For 
a loaf of pressed veal to fill a bread pan 
three-quarters full you should ask the 


butcher for a joint that would yield about 
two pounds of meat. With the bone it 
will amount to much more in weight. Also 
get him to saw it through the bone in two 
or three places. If it is chopped there 
may be fine splinters of bone that will 
make painful morsels. The knuckle should 
be set on to cook in boiling water season- 
ed with a half a bay or laurel! leaf and a 
pinch of spices, such as cloves, all-spice, 
mace and sage, and allowed to simmer 
gently for about three hours. Now drain 
off the stock and pick meat ‘rom the bones, 
adding the marrow to the meat. Put the 
meat through the grinder. Boil the liquor 
down to about a cup and a half. Salt and 
add about a teaspoon of lemon juice if 
the flavor is liked. If’ you wish to get 
quick results you may add a teaspoon of 
gelatine dissolved in a little cold water to 
the liquid, but this is not necessary if you 
are not in a hurry. Now mix the ground 
meat and stock and pack in cold water. If 
you like, you may put halved olives or sour 
pickles in the top.

A GOOD jellied beef, made in much the 
4 Same manner, calls for five pounds of 
Shin, with a dash of sage, thyme, and mace, 
and salt and pepper to taste. A more high- 
ly flavored jellied beef calls for five pounds 
of beef, one tablespoon of vinegar, one tea- 
Spoon of onion juice, salt and pepper, mace, 
Sage, thyme and three tablespoons of ge- 
latine.

T is really a tremendously impor- 
tant impression that your front 
door gives. Many people know 
you only by the outside of your 
house, and that means, partly, 
your front door. Those who go 
farther and come to see.you are 
greeted by the door before they 
are greeted by you, and often .n impression 
either of chill or warmth is given by this 
very door. 

You know vourself how it is. The fine 
old doorways of the best houses of colonial

And so it is with a modern door. It 
can be a real index of the character of the 
house it guards.

light. We go in, too, for those If

These double doors give great play for 
the use of interesting hinges. Some of the 
Shops show such hinges that -are good 
copies of antique hinges from famous build- 
ings. Others have good wrought iron to 
hammered brass hinges of modern make 
and design. They should always be chosen 
with the character of the house in mind. 

Ail the small fixings of the door should 
be chosen with regard to the others. That 
is, if you have a pure colonial knocker, 
go in for colonial hinges and scrapers, 
lamps and tatches. 


4 NE of the details of doorway  furnish- 
ings that comes in for a good deal of 
attention is the letter box. In many 
Suburban communities an edict has recent- 
ly gone forth requesting householders to 
fasten mail boxes on their porches, to save 
the postman’s time. And this has given a 
chance for many good letter boxes. Some 
of them are in painted metal, some are 
heavily lacquered. We have not the same 
historic model for these boxes that we have 
for hinges and knockers. Scrapers and 
handles.

That is to say, there have been 
lamps as long as there have been 
any appurtenances of civilization. We can 


use even a Greek or Babylonian oil-burn- 
ing lamp for the model of our twentieth- 
century electric light for the doorway. 


UST at present the lantern type is most 
eF favored, and some makers go 
reproductions of really beautiful old Eng- 
lish lamps of brass. Some of them come

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| Getting Some Publicity; 
Right and Wrong Way 


LMOST every one at some. time 
or another has to make use of 
the local Newspaper as a means 
of securing some sort of public- 
ity. Of course it is the fashion— 
and with a good many people it 
is undoubtedly a sincere protest 
—to insist that one does not 
like to see one’s name in print. However, 
there are times when one cannot help per- 
mitting one’s name to be in the paper. If 
you are active in some charity the success 
of which depends in a large measure on ad- 
vertisement, then you do not hesitate to 
let the names v’ your committee members 
and the nature of your work be published. 
Every one nowadays permits the papers to 
have at least a brief notice of marriages 
and any one who occupies 2 social place 
of any prominence realizes the necessity 
of letting an account of receptions and 
large entertainments appear in the society 
column of the town paper. 


Now there is most decidedly a right way 
and a wrong way of going about it to get 
the kind of publicity you desire. To begin 
with always remember that the more you 
co-operate with those whose business is 
news-gathering, the surer you are to have 
the sort of publicity you want. If there 
is a marsaige in your family or if an engage- 
ment. is announced the chances are, if you 
are conspicuous socially, that the papers 
will get it anyway. For that reason the 
conservative, sensible thing usually done by 
persons of social prominence is to send 
simultaneously to all papers interested, 
typewritten or neatly handwritten accounts 
giving the main facts of the case. Don’t 
take it for granted that the society editor 
knows how to spell the names of the _ per- 
sons mentioned in your announcement. 
Write with extremeslegibility if you can- 
not get hold of a typewriter. An amaz- 
ing number of incorrect statements in so- 
ciety columns would be avoided if women 
remembered this and actually printed out 


all proper names or unusual words in their 
announcements, 
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The Child at the Table 
And How It Behaves 


UR ancestors in the eighteenth 
century were rather wise when 
they insisted that their children 
should stand behind their parents’ 
places at table. The parents 
might hand them bits to eat from

tendency gere is to keep children from the 
dinner table, though we do try to put up 
with them at the other two meals. The 
general feeling seems to be that children 
never have an opportunity to acquire good 
table manners unless they are brought into 
daily contact with adults whose manners 
are to be imitated. 

The best of children are lax in table man- 
ners. We are prone to forget that we 
would probably do as badly as they do if 
we were obliged to eat from dishes so 
much too big for us, to drink from glasses 
as big as lard pails, to sit often wiht our 
chin just coming above the table top or on 
a high chair that made it impossible for 
us to be pushed close to the table. !m- 
agine, too, trying to handie a knife and 
for twice as large as the ones we = are 
familiar with! 

No wonder the child at table spills and 
drops his food. No wonder he has to be 
reproved frequently. 

In France families of moderate income, 
where children have to eat with their par- 
ents, they seldom have a tablecloth save 
for company meals. It seems so ahsurd to 
them to expect a child to eat without spot- 
ting the tablecloth.

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The Shampoo at- Home 
and How to Make 
- |t Pleasant 


O you shampoo your own hair? lf 
you do, don’t feel sorry for your- 


self. It is hard work, perhaps, 
but it may be made thoroughly 
satisfactory. 


That means, that if you will 
spend just a little money getting 
the means of making it Satisfac- 
factory work, you won't dread giving your- 
self a shampoo. 

To begin with, there is the means of 
rinsing it. This is really of the most vital 
importance. It is difficult to do this in a 
basin of water—not impossible, but dif- 
ficult. Therefore a spray is worth buy- 
ing. You can buy one for a dollar or a 
little more, one good enough so that if it 
is carefully dried out after each using, it 
will last for a long time. If you have no 
running water you can get better results by 
rinsing your hair with a watering can than 
in a basin of water, no matter aow many 
times it is changed. This, of course, ne- 
cessitates a little help from somebody else, 
but it is not difficult to get that much 
help. 

Then, next comes the soap. There are 
so many good shampoo mixtures on the 
market nowadays that it is simply necessary 
to find out which one agrees best with your 
hair. Choose the soap or liquid that gives 
you the best results. Perhaps you will 
find that this is castile, shaved up and 
dissolved in hot water, with a little borax 
or ammonia added. Anyway, have on hand 
plenty of your favorite cleaning material. 

There are rubber shampoo aprons that 
help very much if you are giving 2 s\:m- 
poo to some other member of your family, 
They cover your frock and keep it from 
getting wet. And of course if you do 
shampoo the other members of your family, 
you can save an appreciable amount of 
money. 


UT about the only way to give your- 
self a shampoo is to take off your 
frock entirely and do it with hare arms 
and throat.

be time and effort can be saved by 
having table trays for your children, 
and these are useful whether the children 
eat in the dining room, in the nursery or, 
when summer comes, on the porch or in 
the summer house. Some of these trays 
are of finely enameled tin with gay de- 
signs painted, and then they cost three or 
four dollars. However, a very nice painted 
tray can be bought for about fifty cepts. 
It is shaped for the table and has a metal 
clamp beneath by which it may be fast 
ened to the table without disturbing the 
tablecloth.

This 
often adds greatly to the effectiveness of a 
shade, and of course covers up the wrong 
side of the cretonne, which is never very 
pretty, and which otherwise shows .all too 
plainly. 


OU can cover all manner of little | ob- 

jects with cretonne: One thing to 
make is a cretonne-covered bridge score. 
Buy the bridge score pad, and cover an 
oblong of cardboard with cretcnne. Fasten 
the pad securely in place and by its side 
attach a little pencil with a leneth of rib- 
bon, also securely fastened. That is all. 
Such a pad is a really charming and a very 
appropriate prize at a small card party— 
or rather at a card party where small prizes 
are desired, 

Then there are holders for your linen. 
Make them of cardboard, disks -of various 
sizes to match the different sizes of doileys 
and center pieces you have. Cover each 
disk with two pieces of cretonne, over- 
handed down around the edge—or else cov- 
or for candles may also be covered with cre- 
tonne over the edges, and then overhind 
two of the disks together.

each shield. Like the sha‘tes, these shields 
may be lined with plain color, either in 
sateen or in thin lampshade silk.

even an elementary study of the rows upon 
rows of glass cases whose contents have 
been contributed to the museum by this 
lonely American in West Africa. In fa&, 
I met one Belgian naturalist who has him- 
self done five years of work in West Africa 
(some 450 miles south of the Ja valley, 
however), who has spent over six weeks 
studying Bates’ collection and who this 
morning was about three-fourths of the 
way through it. ‘ 

It was about fifteen years ago that the 
museum authorities first began to receive 
queer-looking plants and odd sorts of but- 
terflies from Bates, whom at that time, of 
course, they had never heard of. They 
wrote him a note of acknowledgment and 
encouraged him to send them more. His 
packets of naturalistic rarities became more 
frequent and a high percentage of them 
continued to be novelties to the museum 
authorities. Bates was getting to be what 
is known as a “find.” 

With their continued encouragement, 
Bates’ shipments began to grow in fre- 
quency and in size and it finally dawned 
on the museum authorities that this un- 
known man in the jungle had uncovered 
a perfect gold mine of rare and beautiful 
specimens. Thus about ten years ago, 
there had sprumg up a very frequent cor- 
respondence between the museum and the 
jungle American, and as the collection of 
his specimens continued to grow, the mu- 
seum authorities began to consider the in- 
auguration of a special collection namgg 
after him, which would contain all his wor 
then scattered about among the hundreds 
of cases at the museum. 

Mr. Bates was asked to come -to London 
at his first opportunity, ostensibly to super- 
intend the classification of his wealth of 
specimens, but actually 1] suspect, to give 
the museum authorities the pleasure of 
meeting their unknown but now famous 
benefactor. 

And that’s how it happened that this shy 
Aimerican turned up quite suddenly in Lon- 
don to find himself famous.

N American is now on his way to 
France, there to begin the edu- 
cation of a colony of 15-year-old 
Russian war refugees—of aris- 
tocratic blood, most of them—in 
the republican form of govern- 
ment, so that when the bolshevik 
regime in Russia fails yougsters may lead 
their countrymen to a government of real 
democracy, like that of the United States. 


He is “Daddy” William R. George, 
founder and head of the famous George 


Junior Republic at Freeville, N. Y., the 
“smallest: republic in the world,” where 
boys and girls feom 14 to 18 years Old live 
and work-tp-a village of their. own, 
supporting and self-governing. He has more 
faith in 15-year-olds than any other grown- 
up in the world probably. He actually 
_thinks that 18-year-olds should be allowed 
to vote. 


He has proved his theory that at 18 the 
normal boy or girl is as fit for ‘thé’ essen- 
tial duties of citizenship as the average man 
to such an extent in his republic at Free- 
ville; that when a group of leading French 
and American supporters of the republican 
form of government in France looked about 
for someone to give them pointers about 
how to educate, to draw out the abilities 
and strengthen the character of the large

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DESCRIPTION of life at the George 

Junior Republic might be of. assist- 
ance to those unfamiliar with this now fa- 
mous community of youths established by 
“Daddy” George twenty-seven years ago, in 
visualizing how the French will try to solve 
the problem of the adolescent war orphans 
and refugees now on their. hands. 

One hundred and fifty young persons be- 
tween the ages of 14-and 20 live, work, 
study and goyern themselves near Free- 
ville, N. Y.,.in a country cillage consisting 
of twelve cottages, a church where Prot- 
estant, Catholic and Jewish services are 
held, a schoolhouse, government buildings, 
hospital, gymnasium, store,-printing shop, 
plumbing shop, carpenter and furniture 
shop, blacksmith shop, steam laundry, 
power plant, bakery. and farm buildings. 

Each “‘citizen’” work four and a half 
hours a day and attends school for four and 
a half hours a day. He is paid for his la- 
bor in the industries and in the school in a 


currency equivalent in value to United States 


money. With the money he earns he ar- 
ranges for his own board and room in one 
of the cottages, just as any boarder would 
do. There are three standards of living, 
more money the ctizen makes the better 
he.or: she‘can live, the degree of his in- 
dustry and skill usually determining, for in- 
stance, whether’ he eats from a table 
spread with oilcloth, cotton or linen. He 
must pay his board, room laundry, clothing 
and poll tax expenses from what he earns. 

To understand the government and gen- 
eral plan of life in the republic is the frst 
thing necessary to citizenship. Then the 
new citizen is given one day to find a job in 
an industry and a home 

After that, the laws that govern the re 
wblic and the fact that he is an important 
factor in the governing, are impressed on 
him. meeting, partici- 
pates in discussions of town problems and 
helps to make laws and enforce them. He 
attends sessions of court, sees cases of all 
kinds argued and tried, offenders fined or 
sent to the social hospital to undergo treat- 
ment, usually educational or psychological, 
till they recover. His ambitions are aroused 
by seeing boys and girls of his own age 
acting as village president, vice president, 
secretary of state, secretary of commerce 
and labor, as girls’ judge, boys’ judge, boys’ 
and girls’ district attorney, lawyers, 
police officers and board of health 

School work includes industrial, commer 
cial and agricultural courses and_ college

editors, 


preparatory classes. It is correlated in 
every possible way with the work the citi- 
zens are doing in the administration of their 
government and in the industries. 


[ N the twenty-seven years of its existence, 

the George Junior Republic has develop- 
ed men and women of whom ‘“Daddy” 
George is very proud. A notable thing is 
the large number of lawyers, social workers 
and newspaper men on its roll of ‘alumni, 
Judge Lindsey, of Denver, or Judge Addams, 
of Cleveland, two of its special friends 
tell you this.

At the present time more George Junior 
Republic citizens claim Cleveland as their 
home town than any other place, this be- 
ing mainly due to the greater leniency of 
probaton officers and judges there as ree 
gards the period of time granted for correce 
tion treatment. ‘‘Daddy’’ George declared 
that he could say truthfully that they 
had never yet failed at the republic to make 
a civically useful person out of any appli-~ 
cant they had accepted for citizenship when 
they had been given enough time to work 
out their system with him or her.. Putting 
the four social 
self-support, 


forces—Sself-government, 
constructive recreation and 
service—squarely up to the young people 
has always made them rise to the*respons- 
sibility. i 

Character building, developing a sense of 
esponsibility, respectability, industry and 
high ideals of manhood and womanhood, SO 
that the citizens may later be creditable 
citizens of the greater republic, the United 
States, goes on at the same time that the 
citizen is obtaining practical experience that 
will equip him for business or profession or 
other self-support later. 

If “Daddy” George’s system is followe 
ed out with the Russian refugees and French 
war Orphans, it will mean that at the age 
of 16 they will assume the responsibilities 
of life, learning to support themselves, to 
govern themselves as citizens in a republic, 
to seek constructive recreation, and to be 
Service. Fatherless, mothere 
without the background of family 
life, it is all the more necessary that they
